BUYING VOTE'S. 


It isn’t legal to spend money on 
election da% 
in carrying voters to 
and from th e polls, accord ng to a 
ruling that was given officially some 
time ago, but there are scores of can­ 
didates in all parts of Ohio who do 
not seem to have 
heard 
of 
it. 
lh 
other word-, there are many candi­ 
dates who are returning expense ac­ 
counts for the primary election in 
which item s for auto hire and trans­ 
portation 
are 
listed. 
When 
these 
items mean the taking of voters from 
their homes to the polls, th e y do not 
constitute 
legal 
expenditures 
and 
boards of elections are at liberty to 
take action against any person who 
may have turned in such an account. 
Of course, when transportatk n means 
the tra/ellng of the candidate himself 
it’s a different m atter entieriy. 
-Nor 
can a candidate 
spend money 
for 
cigars or peanuts or other entertain­ 
ment and get away with it legally, if 
the election hoards are watchful. The 
law, according to the interpretation of 
election officials, does not countenance 
campaign expenditures for such fes­ 
tive things. 
In other words, the law 
doesn’t regard the entertainm ent 
or 
voters as a legitimate campaign ex­ 
pedient. 
But then it has been violat­ 
ed so much that most election officials 
are winking both eyes at it. 


GAS MANTLE PRICES 
MAY BE INCREASED

“M anhattan has an area of 21.03 
square miles,” lie said. 
“This repre­ 
sents roughly, based upon an area of 
twenty-two square mil«*s, 505,524,800 
square feet of territory. 
Allowing a 
space of four square feet for each sol­ 
dier. the European armies now in the 
Yield would take up every inch of Man­ 
hattan from the Battery to a point hi 
yond One Hundred and Fiftieth street. 


Would Alm ost Encircle Globe. 
“Should they lie at full length, allow­ 
ing six feet for each man, the line of 
sleeping soldiers would extend a dis 
tnnce of 120,0« lO.ooO fe e t or 22,728 
miles. 
Such a line of human beings 
would almost encircle tlm globe.” 
The statistician said further that the 
transportation of such an army of men 
across the Atlantic would require 585 
steamships ihc size of the Vaterlaud. 
The ordinary man of soufid appetite

men under arms in Europe consume 
50,000,000 pounds, or 25,000 tons daily. 
The Clothing for 20.000.000 men, al­ 
lowing three yards for each man’s uni­ 
form, would represent 00,000,«.*00 yards 
of cloth. 
Sewed end for end together 
tliis strip of cloth would cover a dis­ 
tance of 34,0.)0 miles, or one and on«*- 
half times the circumference of the 
earth. The buttons for these uniforms 
would weigh about 2,000 tons. 


Need 15,COO Tons a Day. 
Each soldier consumes about one and 
one-half pounds of meat a «lay, provid- 
jed it is apportioned on this liberal basis 
by the various commissary depart­ 
m ents of the respective armies. 
This 
would mean the consumption of 30,- 
000,000 pounds, or 15,000 tons. To sup­ 
ply this food more than 25,000 cattle 
would be required. 
The bides so ob­ 
tained would, if converted into shoes 
for this vast army, provide shoes for 
fewer than 500,000 men for one year, 
and shoes for 20,000,000 would take 
more cattle than ceuld be housed in the 
stockyards in Chicago if they were 
tw enty times as big as their present 
size. 
“Few realize what a tremendous spec­ 
tacle 20.000.000 men would make if 
they were to parade,” said the statisti­ 
cian. 
“A regiment of 1,000 troops 
m arching four abreast occupies a space 
ten feet wide and 1,000 feet in length. 
Twenty million men marching in the 
same order would cover a liueof march 
3,837 miles in l«*ngth. 
If the men 
marched four feet apart this distance 
would be doubled, and at six feet it 
would be trebled. Just fancy a parade 
reaching from New York to San Fran­ 
cisco, the head of the line counter 
marching and reaching Ogden, Utah, 
on its return before the last men are 
in motion at New York. 
“All parades ever held in the world 
would be insignificant in size compared 
with the monster procession.”

The assassina­ 
tion of Prince Ferdinand in the Ser­ 
vian capital was, a s he sees it, but a 
coincidence, and not really a cause 
of the pan-European w ar which prac­ 
tically all nations involved had fore­ 
seen as inevitable and prepared for 
for years. 
That it may lead to the 
total disarmam ent of nations is the 
bfcl’ef of many, he stated, and seems 
to him by no means an improbable 
outcome of the titanic struggle. 
Despite the fact, as related by him, 
that Germans are to be 
heard 
on 
every hand enjoining eac h other with 
eagerness to await “the day” when 
their forces will reach the proud cap­ 
ital city of France, and that many of 
them have taken as a sort of watch­ 
word, “first Paris, and then London,” 
the doctor does not believe that Paris 
is the German emperor’s objective, 
nor that any sane general would at­ 
tempt an assault upon this well nigh 
impragnable fortified city. 
From the Eifel tower, now used 
chiefly as a 
wireless 
station, 
Dr. 
Yaggi was able to see that the entire 
city is surrounded by a double wall 
of masonry, at 
close 
intervals 
on 
wlflch are mounted great guns which 
sweep every approach, while 
mines 
have been planted under and near 
the walls so that hundreds of thou­ 
sands of men 
in 
assailing 
forces 
could be annihilated by a single touch 
of an electric key. 
The fact remains, however, that all 
England fears an 
attack from 
the 
kaiser’s forces, and th at the British 
nation declared war because the only 
hope of withstanding the onslaughts 
of the Germans was to m eet them on 
the offensive and on other territory 
than the soil of England. 
The British 
nation fears most, Dr. Yaggi declared, 
the aeroplane and the Zeppelin, in 
the construction and use of which the 
Germans have become so proficient. 
Britons are accordingly looking up 
for their enemy, and not across the 
channel, and every night from the 
harbor cities great searchlights sweep 
the skies in search of the aerial de­ 
stroyers which are fearfully expected 
t:> come. 
And that the Germans are 
well capable of such an attack the 
doctor is thoroughly convinced, after 
traveling through the land before the 
declaration of war, and being hardly 
able to lift his eyes to the skies in 
O' near any of the larger cities and 
towns without glimpsing 
one 
and 
often m any aeroplanes and dirigibles 
in their evolutions. 
That reports of 
gigantic 
German 
losses and reverses are 
absolutely 
false is the declaration of Dr. Yaggi, 
who asserts that the French and Eng­ 
lish press is responsible 
for 
such 
stories, practically all of which 
are 
wildest imaginings and fabrications. 
True, he stated, Germany has lost 
some of her soldiers, but at the same 
time has advanced far in her aggres­ 
sive campaign against the allied na­ 
tions to the west, and has the very 
flower of her army yet intact for the 
mighty conflict which he believes will 
come soon. 
Having crossed the channel to Eng­ 
land four days before the war actual­ 
ly began, the doctor’s im pressions of 
the war have largely been made in 
England and from an English point 
of view, and many of his most inter­ 
e s t s comments have to 
do 
with 
England as 
she is 
at 
the 
present 
time, and has been since the declara­ 
tion of w ar some days since. 
The whole city of London, he de 
dared, was on fire with the undemon­ 
strative yet determined patriotism of 
the Briton, 
Socialist opposition was 
strong a t first, but after the formal 
declaration of war it disappeared in­ 
stantly, and Socialists took up arms 
with those of all other parties in the 
defense of their common fatherland. 
Every few moments, Dr. Yaggi said, 
regiments 
would 
pass 
along 
the 
streets 
in 
their 
mobilization; 
the 
Irish, who have almost come to blows 
with England over 
the 
home 
rule 
question, were the first 
to 
enlist, 
while here and there would come the 
Scotch Highlanders, the finest men, 
he thinks, in either peace or war in 
the whole world. 
In Trafalgar Square, around Buck­ 
ingham palace and in other 
places 
thousands of people would gather and 
enthusiastically express their appro­ 
val of the declaration and 
of 
the

and here the doctor took some of toe 
host of fine pictures which are a won­ 
derfully graphic supplem ent

word picture of the foreign lands he 
visited, and were all left with New 
York newspapers for publication. 
Never, declared Dr. Yaggi, will he 
be able to express his appreciation 
of the splendid way in 
which

Britons treated him and fellow tour­ 
ists stranded there. 
In no way were 
they Inconvenienced save 
from 
the 
fact that their money was worthless, 
and only gold coin of the realm was 
legal tender. . They were treated, not 
as foreigners, but as honored guests.
